Rail Pension Held 


Unconstitutional 


Is Companion Measure of 


Frazier-Lemke Act, 


Also Invalid 


'WASHINGTON— (/P)—The measure 


which established a pension system for 
railroad employes, was declared un- 
constitutional in the District of Colum- 
bia Supreme Court Wednesday. 


Although an appeal by the govern- 


ment and an eventual test in the su- 
preme court was regarded as certain, 
the decision stimulated 
a sluggish 


stock market. Rail shares were in the 
van of a bri.ik advance, jumping from 
$1 to $5. 


"The act is unconstitutional because 


it extends its provisions to persons 
not engaged in interstate commerce," 
declared Justice Alfred A. Wheat in 
his opinion. 


The American Railway association 


in its attack upon the law asserted it 
affected many employes who were 
engaged only in intra-statu commerce 
and that it violated the Fifth amend- 
ment by taking property without due 
process of law. 


Passed in the closing days of Con- 


gress, the pension bill had much the 
same legislative history as the Frazier- 
Lc-mkc farm moratorium measure. Ad- 
ministration leaders had neither bill 
upon their program but a coalition 
which included Senator Long, Demo- 
crat, Louisiana, 
and 
Senator Dill, 


Democrat. Washington, put both meas- 
ures through. 


The Fraziur-Lemke bill since has 


to be issued In excess of current rev- 
encus—but If a condition is state-wide 
the law will be ignored; and you 
know that as well as I do. 


Warrants so issued in excess of 


revenue are null and void—but still 
they are a moral obligation, and if 
not paid at once they will be heard 
from politically until they are paid. 


There is no escaping the fact that 


when 
something is 
fundamentally 


wrong with a business it takes drastic 
action to cure it.' 


What is wrong in Arkansas coun- 


ties is simply this: Tax assessments 
have declined one-third, and tax col- 
lections on the remaining two-thirds 
ire badly delinquent; yet the county 
governments are still supposed 
to 


maintain a salary and overhead ex- 
pense equal to boom times. 


We can not go on maintaining a 


champagne government on beer rev- 
enues. 


If we attempt it, the constitutional 


salaries will strip local government of 
all its community activities, and coun- 
y scrip will fall into the hands of the 
>awn-broker class. 


The poorest recipients of county 


warrants 
will be the hardest hit.

Doctors Fast Solving Mystery 


of Vitamins 


So" rapid is the advance in our 


Knowledge of vitamins that new dis- 
coveries come almost daily. Scien- 
tists agree that the biggest advances 
cotnfe when the vitamins are isolated 
tfn 'pure form. 


Wien it was found that halibut liv- 


er oil was richer than any other sub- 
stance-in vitamin A, it became possi- 
ble to prepare other concentrated so- 
lutions, and consequently preparations 
have been developed that seem to be 
almost pure vitamin A. 
., As a result of studies on these con- 
centrates, it was found that they rep- 
resent something very much like car- 
otent, the yellow coloring matter of 
carrots and other vegetables, so that 
now carotene has been developed as a 
concentrated form of vitamin A. 


It has been found that animals that 


eat diets deficient in vitamin A de- 
velop not only degenerations in _the 
tissues of then- respiratory tracts, but 
also degenerative changes in their 


, ijerves. 
',. (^f-course it has long been .known 
thatj^comrjlete ajjsejnce of vitamin A! 
from the diet'will result in inflamma- 
tory and degenerative changes in the 
eye. It has also been rather well es- 
tablished that a deficiency in vitamin 
A in some way lowers the general re- 
sistance to infections. 


Unfortunately, this does not seem 


to apply to the practical control .of 
pneumonia, as some people .with ex- 
traordinary high reserves of vitamin 
A in their bodies developed cases of 
pneumonia and some died. 


The limits of safety in relationship 


\t> the amount of vitamin A taken into 
the body seem to be extraordinary 
large. Not a single instance has been 
reported in which any human being 
has been harmed by an overdosage of 
vitamin A. 


But rats, \vhen given many thou- 


sand times the ordinary protective 
r dose of vitamin A, did develop seri- 
ous symptoms. 


Vitamin B consists of two parts, 


known as Bl and B2. It is well es- 
•?2£4>»*l^«l-4J»ai- the 
condition 
called 


beri-heri, or polyneuritis, can be pre- 
,vented or successfully treated by giv- 
ing vitamin Bl. 


It has been argued that certain 


types of digestive disorders are com- 
mon- among people who use white 
flour from which the germ of the 
wheat, containing vitamin Bl, has been 
removed. 


But there are no actual cases in 


which any direct relationship can be 
traced. 
' Nevertheless, animals 
which are 


kept constantly on diets deficient in 
vitamin Bl will lose their appetites 
and will also seem to demonstrate a 
lack of proper activity in. their bowels. 


The second factor in vitamin B is 


most important in prevention of pel- 
legra. People who suffer with this 
disease can be relieved by eating 
quantities of yeast, which is very rich 
in the vitamin B complex, and also by 
eating siich fresh animal foods as 
meats, milk, butter, and similar pro- 
ducts.

WASHINGTON.—(^>>-The adminis- 


tration and the nation's critical bank- 
ing fraternity reached a definite, if 
possibly temporary, truce Tuesday and 
an atmosphere of peace suddenly en- 
veloped the convention of the Ameri- 
can Bankers association. 


Leo T. Crowley, chairman of the 


Federal Deposit Insurance corpora- 
tion, ofered a series of concessions 
long urged by the bankers, including 
primarily specific limitation upon a 
bank's annual payments to the insur- 
ance fund. 


The association's president, Francis 


Marion Law, said the banks had co- 
operated with the administration in 
the past arid pledged co-operation for 
the future. He said that government 
bonds offered the soundest invest- 
ment of the day. 


Crowley reviewed the work of the 


Deposit Insurance Corporation, stress- 
ing its efforts to improve the capital 
structure of the member banks and 
its insistence upon sound manage- 
ment. 


He made these five proposals for 


future legislation: 


Permanent continuance of the pres- 


ent $5,000 limit upon an individual's 
insurance deposits; 


A system of definite annual prem- 


ium payments by the banks, instead 
of the present plan under which they 
are submitted to an unlimited liabil- 
ity; 


A requirement that adequate capital 


structure be made a condition of ad- 
mission to the fund, in addition to 
the present test of solvency; 


Authority for the corporation to 


purchase the assets of member banks 
which find themselves in difficul- 
ties; and 


Authority for the corporation to 


make rules and regulations to meet 
developments. 


"The government is here to aid you 
•not to run your business," Crowley 


said. "The main responsibility for the 
sound and constructive banking, help- 
ful to the depositor and to the coun- 
try mut always rest on you—and on 
no one else."

LITTLE ROCK—Back in the 
days 


when the world was young, when 
Adam and Eve, Cain and Abel, Moses, 
Solomon, Noah and his 
folks, were 


abroad in the land, birth records were 
of prime importance, and took their 
place in history. 


Who hasn't struggled through the 


"begats" and wondered how in the 
world some of the names should be 
pronounced? There was no central 
registration bureau then, but the rec- 
ords were kept, and handed 
down 


from generation to generation in an 
unbroken line. 


In time, history shows that records 


become more easy, but only in recent 
years the birth registration problem 
has been assumed by 
the 
various 


states and the study of vital statistics 
incorporated into the statutes. Ar- 
kansas in 1913 passed the birth regis- 
tration law, and 
since 
that time 


thousands of the.youthful citizens of 
the state have been registered in the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics in Little 
Rock, assuring them th«jr will have no 
difficulty in the future improving their 
age, their legitimacy, their paternity, 
their rgiht to inherit property, their 
right to vote and many other things. 


However, there was not until now 


any way in which the efficiency of 
the State registration could be check- 
ed. Through a joint project of the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics of the State 
Board of Health, the Federal Bureau 
of the Census and 
the 
Arkansas 


Emergency Relief Administration, ef- 
forts are being made to throughly 
check the records. Baby census cards 
iave been sent to every family in Ar- 
tansas asking information about babies 
x>rn in the past twelve months.
